Musician hopes against hope 
to bring Jackson family here

A local musician appears to 
be hoping against hope that 
he will get a telephone call 
from Mrs. Katherine Jackson 
that will begin to finalize plans 
to bring the Jackson Family to 
Columbus, even though there 
apparently is no place big 
enough to hold the event. 


Bobby Taylor, a 1957 gradu- 
ate of East High School and a 
lead singer in the Pharohs, a 
popular- group here in the Fif- 
ties, told The CALL & POST 
that he thinks there is a seventy 
percent chance he will get a 
call from Mrs. Jackson and that 
the Jackson's will appear here. 

Taylor is basing his optim- 
ism on his claim that he is the 
one who discovered the tal- 
ented family.

William Christopher Handy, 
bandmaster, cornetist, composer 
of jazz music and the biues. was 
born in Alabama, and was the son 
of a minister. At the age of 18, he 
left home and went to Chicago 
then to St. Louis where he worked 
odd jobs, often playing his trumpet 
to earn a decent meal. 


After a brief period of teaching 
music, Handy settled in Memphis, 
Tenn., and organized a band. In 
1913, he formed the Handy Music 
Company and in 1914, published 
his famous “St. Louis Blues.”

. “The church Is alive and well 
inthe Soviet Union,” according 
to William Harris, a32-year-old 
Goélumbus man, who is work- 
ing toward a master of divinity 
degree at the Morehouse 
School of Religion in Atianta. 

Harris, a 1970 graduate of 

Marion-Franklin High School, 
and senior class president, will 
be ordained Saturday, June 30 
by the nationally-known Dr. 
Charles Adams in the Hartford 
Memorial Church in Detroit. 
He recently returned from the 
Soviet Union as a member of a 
peace delegation of 266 Amer- 
ican church leaders. The two 
week tour was sponsored by 
the National Council of 
Churches. Harris was one of 
five seminarians, chosen on 
the basis of academic stand- 
ards and leaderships, who 
received grants from the 
Nationa! Council of Ghurches 
for the tour. 

“There are Orthodox 
chruches as well as Protestant, 
Jewish, and Muslims in the 
Soviet Union,” said Harris, who 
earned a bachelor of arts 
degree in economics from 
Denison University, in Gran- 
ville, in 1974 and a master’s in 
business administration from 
University of Southern Cali- 
fornia in 1976. Harris was 4 
market research representa- 
tive at the Ford Motor Co. in 
Dearborn, Mich. when he 
received the call to the 
ministry. 

“The church is finding a way 
to work within the guidelines of 
the government and still make 
some positive.contributions 
toward the permanent upgrad- 
ing of life," he stated.

Harris said that he also 
learned that there is “an organ- 
ized peace movement in the 
Soviet Union and it has been in 
existence there since the Fif- 
ties. Physicians are required to 
take an oath stating they are 
against nuclear armament.” 

Harris added that the group 
was permitted to talk to 
government officials as well as 
the average citizen, although 
he admitted that contact with 
the “average citizen was 
somewhat limited.” 

The purpose of the trip, he 
stated, was to “confirm our 
common unity with the Soviet 
people and our belief in Jesus 
Christ, as well as to reaffirm the 
value of life and to dialog along 
lines which we could impact on 
our respective governments 
toward peace.” 

The visitors, he said, “reaf- 
firmed to the Soviet people that 
all Americans aren't necessar- 
ily 100 percent on board with 
the administration of President 
Ronald Reagan's posture

Rep. C.J. McLin (D-Dayton), 
dean of the Black state legisla- 
tors and head of the Black 
Elected Democrats of Ohio 
(BEDCO). McLin is noted as 
one ofthe top political strate- 
gists in the country. é 
And, McLin proved equal to 
the task. After negotiations 
with the Hart forces fell 
through, McLin's delegation 
sided with Mondale. The dele- 
gation will be headed by State 
Party Chairman James Ruvolo, 
who is nominally uncommitted 
but leans toward Mondale. 
Each candidate will have a 
vice chairman; McLin will 
represent the Jackson forces 
McLin felt that the arrange- 
ment “was acceptable.

Tyree condemns media 
soverage of Black youth

The recent murder ofa Black 
een-ager and shooting of 
nother, as well as the injuring 
fa white motorcyclist by a 
iouth throwing a rock from an 
astside overpass, has promp- 
ed cries of “gang activity” 
rom the Columbus Police 
Jepartment. the city adminis- 
ration, and the local media. 
3ut one voice in the crowd is 
isking a serious question 
ibout the recent publicity: is 
he media sensationalizing and 
listorting the real situation in 
Solumbus? And, his answer is 
’n unqualified “yes.” 

Cliff Tyree has been working 
n and around young people in 
Solumbus for more than 30 
years, serving more than a 
decade as administrator of the 
Youth Services Bureau in 
Columbus before his retire- 
ment earlier this year. There- 
lore, when he speaks about his 
perception of the “gang” prob- 
lem.in Columbus. his words are 
certainly worth hearing. And. 
in a Call & Post interview, 
Tyree stated that Black child- 
ren”*ate being indicted 
unfairly” by themedia focus on 
gangs in Columbus. and that 
the coverage represents “a 
lack of understanding by the 
white press of the culture of 
Black people.” 

“There have always been 
groupings among Black peo- 
ple,” Tyree believes. “We have 
natural groupings of kids.” But 
calling those groupings 
“gangs”. Tyree is convinced. 
presents a negative image of 
the groups and “perpetuates 8 
stereotype of (Black) kids.” 

Tyree said that the media has 
been guilty of “sensationdliz- 
ing" the story. and writing 
“inflammatory” articles about 
gangs in Columbus. particu- 
larly citing the press coverage 
of the rock-throwing incident 
as a bad example. 

. He also noted that. contrary 
to a Columbus Dispatch report 
that the fatal shootingof 15- 
year-old David Scott was 
prompted by his televised 
warning to other gangs. “Don't 
get on my turf", the alleged 
incident was never shown on 
television. and added. “I want 
the police or someone to give 
me some examples of organ- 
ized crimes committed by 


gangs” 
Sgt. Jerry Strayer of the 


Columbus Police Department 
stated that police “have not 
been able to show" that there 
has been organized criminal 
gang activity. “To say that (the 
Scott) incident was planned 
and carried out by gang 
members, | can't really say 
that." Nor could he identify any 
other activities which could be 
clearly and unequvocally 
related to the gangs. 

Tyree believes that the press 
coverage not only “branded 
unfairly”most Black kids, but 
served to “reinforce negative 
behavior..." If you label (a kid) 
“Butch.” he’s going to be 
tough. If you label him bad. 
he's going to be bad.”

History of the course 

St. Andrews is historically 
considered to be the classic 
golf course - a seaside links. 
While all golf links are golf 
courses, in purely technical 
terms, not all golf courses are 
golf links. A links is a golf 
course built on linksland, the 
sandy deposits by the sea left 
by centuries of receding ocea- 
nic tides. All but treeless, 
windblown, rainswept, they are 
considered the ultimate test of 
a man playing golf under 
heroic weather conditions. By 
tradition, all British champion- 
ships are played over them. 
some of the more famous 
being (in addition to St. 
Andrews) Muirfield. Carnous- 

' and 
Hoylake, Birkdale and Sand- 
wich in England. Genuine links 
are rare in the United States. 

Every hole on a golf course 
falls into one of three catego- 
ries: par three. par four, or par 
five. With an allowance being 
made for two strokes on each 
putting green, par is the score 
that expert golfers would be 
expected to make on each of 
those holes. It implies playing 
without error and without any 
accidental stroke of luck. 
Theoretically, then. on a par 
three you are expected to hit 
the putting green in a single 
stroke off the tee and take two 
putts. On a par four, you are 
expected to reach the putting 
green in two strokes and on a 
par five. reach it in three. 

The basic guide for comput- 
ing the par for a hole is its 
length in yardage, although its 
configuration and the severity 
of its hazards have some bear-

ing. The yardage of a hole is 
measured, on the flat, from the 
middie of its tee area through 
mid-fairway to a point halfway 
from the front edge of the put- 
ting green to its back edge. A 
par three hole is any hole up to 
250 yards long. A par four is 
any hole longer than that up to 
470 yards. A par five isany hole 
longer than that, (for women 
these yardages run anywhere 
from 40 to 70 yards less). The 


“total of all the different pars 


adds up to par for the course. 
Most modern courses have a 
total par of 72. consisting of ten 
par fours, four par fives. and 
four par threes. However, there 
are any number of courses 
where par might be 71 or 70 
and courses with pat-aejow as 
66 or as high as 73 are not 
unheard of 

While par implies errorless 
play without flukes, you may 
arrive at it any way you can. 
Nothing in the rules of golf 
state how you must arrive at it 
The nature of the game is not 
how, but how many. Thus, you 
may make a par by missing the 
greenin the regulation number 
of strokes but then take only 
one putt- or no putts. You not 
only may make par In this 
fashion. you more than likely 
will. 

While par also implies per- 
fect play, it may often in fact be 
surpassed. You may play a 
hole in one stroke less than 
par, in which case you have 
scored in the parlance of the 
game a “birdie.” You may play 
a hole in two strokes less than 
par. Ona par three this score is 
referred to as a “hole in one.”

par four ora par five, this score 
is referred to as an“eagle”. You 
may even play a hole in three 
strokes less than par; say a par 
five in two strokes. This score 
is referred to as a “double- 
eagle", and is very rare. In fact. 
playing a par four in three 
strokes less than par - a hole in 
one, really has happened on 
rare occasions. 

Conversely - and much more 
likely - you may play a hole in 
one over par. a score that is 
referred to as a “bogey”. Two 
over par is referred to as a 
“double-bogey”. All higher 
scores in golf for some reason 
go nameless, chiefly because 
they are regarded as unspeak- 
able and when made, unprint- 
able 

Golf is a game whose eti- 
quette is strictly observed or 
should be. As one of the oldest, 
most civilized pastimes ever 
devised by man, it has been 


kept that way mainly because 
of its strict code of politeness. 
Learn its etiquette, and you will 
enjoy the game all the more 
Follow closely the procedures 
as recommended by the United 
States Golf Association. 

(1) Do not move when a 
player is making a stroke 

(2) Do not talk when a player 
is making a stroke 

(3) Do not stand directly 
behind him. or directly behind 
the hole when he is playing 

(4) Do not tee your ball until 
after your opponent or partner 
has played his shot and the ball 
has come to rest. 

(5) Never play a shot until all 
players in front are well out of 
range. Even a ball that can't 
reach them can disturb them 
by its bounce 

(6) Keep track of when it is 
your turn to play. then hit the 
ball without delay. 

(7) 1{ you have lost a ball.

Former Columbus physician 
dies at 94 in Philad 


Dr. Roderick A. Bryce, who 
practiced medicine in Colum 
bus for over 30 years until his 
retirement-in 1980, died Thurs- 
day, June 21, in Philadelphia 
He was 94 

According to his daughter, 
Mrs. Doris Ingram, of Philadel- 
phia, Dr. Bryce died “peace- 
fully” of complications due to 
old age. 

In. 1979, Dr. Bryce was 
honored by the Mt. Vernon 
Ave. District Improvement 
Association and other com- 
munity organiations as the 
“Outstanding Citizen of the 
Community.” 

Born Feb. 3, 1890, 1n Couva, 
Trinidad, Dr. Bryce attended 
Queens Royal College in Port- 
of-Spain, Trinidad, where he 
studied pharmacy 

His real ambition, however, 
was to become a physician, 
and his father considered 
sending him to medical schoo) 
in Scotland. A family friend 
persuaded him to aim for the 
United States, even though 
Trinidad was then a British 
colony

RODERICK A. BRYCE, MD 
-» 1890-1984 

Dr. Bryce emigrated to the 
U.S. and enrolled at Meharry 
Medical College in Nashville, 
Tenn. receiving his medical 
degree in 1916. Meharry was 
then one of a very few medical 
schools for blacks in this 
country.

office in the rural community of 
Hartwell, Ga. It was during his 
practice there that he met and 
married Lucy Brewer, of Elber- 
ton, Ga. (Mrs. Bryce died in 
Columbus in 1962). 2 

After seven years in Hartwell, 
the Bryces moved'to Roxboro, 
N.C., where he practiced for 26 
years. 

During the early years of his 
medical career, most of Dr. 
Bryce's patients were poor 
farmers, sharecroppers and 
their families. As was common 
with general practitioners 
then, he served as a one-man 
clinic, attending to all of the 


health needs of his often 
impoverished patients, from 
the womb to the tomb. 

Sometimes has fees were 
paid in pork, poultry and pro- 
duce. During the Depression, 
he helped many poor families 
save their homes and their 
farms by preventing foreclo- 
sures on their loans, often 
assuming total financial 
responsibility until the owners 
could redeem their land. 

At the urging of his brother, 
the late Collin A. Bryce Sr., Dr. 
Bryce, his wife, Lucy, and their 
son, Robert Brewer, moved to 
Columbus in 1950 to take over 
the practice of the late Dr. J.J. 
Carter. 

During their years in Colum- 
bus, the Bryces lived at 205 N. 
Nelson Rd. Dr. Bryce main- 
tained an office at 535 E. Liv- 
ingston Ave. 

He was active in the National 
Medical Association and 
served as its vice president in 
the 1930s. He belonged to the 
Columbus and Franklin 
County Academy of Medicine, 
the Ohio State Medical Associ- 
ation, the Medical Arts Group, 
and the Meharryites, an alumni 
organization. 

Dr. Bryce was preceded in 
death by his wife, Lucy, and 
son, Robert. Local survivors 
include sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Edna L. Bryce, nieces Mig- 
nonne Whitlow and Colleen 
Mitchell, newphews Collin A. 
Bryce Jr. and Colderick A. 
Bryce, and numerous great- 
nephews and-nieces.
